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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions, which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

2. The inventions listed as Groups II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

The wafer inspection apparatus of Group II is not limited to be used with the 
anisotropically conductive connector of Group I. Also, the anisotropically conductive connector 
of Group I is not limited to be used with the wafer inspection apparatus of Group II. Any 
flexible anisotropic connector providing an electrical connection between two circuit boards can 
be used with the wafer inspection apparatus of Group II. In addition, the examiner has noticed 
that claims 4-10 are improper multiple dependent claims.
